Her letter to me was very warn and she sounds like she 
would do just about anytMng for you. 

In a recent letter, which I can't locate now, you asked about the film fran WDSU. In 
my last letter I meant to write you about it but forgot. Mike located it and I have it 
so I can send it anytime you want it, or get more work done on it anytime you want. I 
don't know quite how to begin a discussion on this topic, but as I think I indicated be- 
fore, I don't ccmpletely trust Mike. Mike, with whan I have spent much time, and his 
wife are very likeable and friendly people, and I greatly appreciate all the work he 
has done for us. But he makes me uneasy. First of all, he is struggling veyy hard to 
becone rich, and virtually working day and night on all kinds od crazy deals to make 
money. He is very much an opportunist. Well, what would happen if saneone approached 
him and asked him for that film. The local FBI, for instance, who undoubtedly monitor 
phone, must have heard your call frcm N.O. , and may have wanted the film to have it 
worked on, not knowing that it was easily obtainable. Remember, the only theft of 
files which I am absolutely certain of was the robbing of my Ferrie file which contained 
only FBI reports from the archives. Mike's losing of the film was inconceiveable at the 
time, given the fact that I had told him that it was very important, very secret, and 
the only one of its kind. It floored tae that he could have let it out of his si^t, and^ 
yet at the time he was vague about whether it had been stolen and left open the possibility 
that he had misplaced it. He reacted in sane ways in an unusual fashion, but it would be 
exceedingly difficult for me to explain why I feel that way. He seemed far more guilt 
ridden then the situation would require, especiallygiven care iiot to express any anxiety 
over it or distrust of him. Still, new, he seems a bit uneasy — semethij^ which I did not 
detect when we first me. When I use rny standard line for possible elicitation of anxiety 
in people who may be informants but also friendly, he responds unmistakeably with anxiety 
and worry, and can't look me in the ^ye. (This test, whose. validity I wouldn’t want to 
bet on, goes something like this: "You know, the thing that kills me if that the god damn 

FBI wastes so much of our tax maiey on obtaining info about the work of people like me, when 
in many cases they could get it from me by just directly approaching us . If they really car 
then I would be only too glad to give them investigative leads They people to ta|ie 
public speeches which is really crazy, since I would let them tape openly or provide •^em 
with a tape if they wanted it. In fact, I wish that seme of friends would do the inform- 
ing so that if the money has to go to saneone, at least sane of my friends could be the 
beneficiary rather than sane dreg of society who was recruited frcm a bar, etc." The main 
peint I get across is that I take informing lightly and see it as silly, and wouldn't even 
mind setting up a conspiracy with one of my friends to get him seme incane. If there is 
any guilt BMMd being felt about informing, then the person should get a bit anxious, since 
I do it in a context that a guilty person mi^t take as a sly indication on my part that 
I suspect. Mike's inability to look me in the ^e during such times really disturbs me a 
bit, because Ms eye contact is otherwise fine.) Well, I don't want to get paranoid, and 
can't think of anything we shouldn't send him to do anyway and think that such a suspicion, 
even if we share it, would not changed things much, but have vascillated about telling you 
about the return of the film (which I have had for about a week) until I could figure out 

hew to put this in writing.
